Bad ns this IH, 
there is still something worse; to con- 
template and that is the drinking evil, 
the men not only lose a great dwal 
of time In drinking, but they nre often 
iu such a condition from tho effects 
o£ drinking that it Is an impossibility 
for them to do a day's work 


"This liquor ovil is one for which 


there seems to be no remedy, tit least 
under the present exibtlng laws, and 
some people arc of the opinion that no 
law can be framed to successfully 
cope with It. It would seem that there 
! should be some solution to ft problem 


which is causing so much alarm and 
such serious injury to mining and 
manufacturing 
industries 
pvm>raUy. 


For the past three years I hu.e nmdo 
a practise ot taking two or three 
weeks off from duty and taking n trip 
into other sections and I very nutur- 
ally pay more or less attention to lo- 
cal matters £tncl conditions generally, 
and I invariably Hud that while tho 
liquor evil is to a certain extent in 
existence, yet I never see nay such 
disgraceful state oE -affairs as that 
which Is to be seen on every hand 
daily in the mining' and manufacturing 
centers of Southwest Pennsylvania. 


"This of course naturally crontps 


more or less speculation as to why 
such conditions shanild be prenont in 
one section and not In anotnor when 
what might bp termed t he root of 
the evil flourishes in both.

liquor as some other evils xinderlyinu 
the surface. 
Just what thf^e are I

us flow; we have the evil boforo us 
and tho question of the day is hnw 
to cope with it. There ib such n thing 
as fighting lire with firp; such n 'hing 
as preventing destruction by destroy- 
ing property as hau been at all pi pal 
fires and someUnu'15? at tho time of 
grpat floods or of optdemlco; palatial 
residences, great dams, 
magnificent 


bridges have be**n blown up w i t h dyna- 
mite In order to prevent «tUl greater 
destruction. Perhaps it would be best 
to adopt similar tactics in JlgMhig tho 
liquor evil. 
Don't bo alarmed and 


think of leaving tho room because 
I am advactttng this gome what anarch- 
istic doctrine, I have no bombs con- 
cealed about my person and huvo no 
intention of throndiiK any bn>ond tlioso 
figuratively hero usocl. it is true that 
I want to whock you, but it will bo 
mentally and not physically. 


"There are sovnral wa><* of putting 


this suggestion into effect. 
H Is a 


well known fact thjt no man Js in tho 
liquor business ftum lovo ut affection 
for tbo business itself; it IB the money 
ha is after, and (Jut he Is disposed 
to get regardless of atiylhing nlHf, 
Remove the enormous profit there is 
iu the liquor truffle from dl4Mllr>ry and 
brewpiy down to the lowest grogKory, 
and there would bo no Inconth e for 
! (fq befnt? so freely dlflpontotl. 
The 


»State, rouniy. or boiough, n** tho cahe 
may be. could veiy easily put nn end 
to (his liquor evil If they would, let 
them ainiply remove tho 
piofli, or 


rather tlio enormous profit, and the 
trouble wfll al! be over.
